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Steady milk volumes are clearing into Class Il operation in the Eastern region. Cheese production is steady in the East and cheddar
continues to be the most in-demand American-type cheese. Demand is steady on the retail front. Spot milk availability remains
somewhat tight in the Midwest with spot milk prices hovering around $1-over Class. Nonfat dry milk usage in cheese processing has
increased as a result of limited spot milk offers ahead of the holiday week. Midwest cheese demand is steady to stronger. In the West,
cheese makers are operating steady production schedules. Retail demand is steady to stronger. Across the country, demand from the
foodservice sector has dwindled as high menu prices have deterred customers. Contacts relay domestically produced cheese loads carry
a premium price over internationally produced loads, causing light export demand.
